things that deter his coming is that there is more tlian I know and he doesn't want to talk 
about that, and lie may fo£ir of laiow of more serious offenses by his black friend, who has 
no visible means of support* 

This gets me to the most interesting part that I've saved forlast, hod* By the way, 
before that and for when you have time, for what counsel you can give, two things about 
tliis 18-year-old: he is adopted and knows it, had a stroke as an infant and had to.be kept 
on phenolbarbital for years to depress activity (l can only wonder how active he would have

I tiiink tliat as 
a consequence of tliis, and especially tho result within Ms own mind, in terms of Ms 
own concept of self in portocular, he is really bugged to the point where lie really wants 
to wreck me and my v/ork, to kill any prospect, slim os it may be, for tlie book wMch v/ould 
do better than anything ho can exactly what he pretends to want to do* lii 3 behavior with 
Teddy's office, by the way, was an im:.oral and unetMcal as it could be* lie went there posing 
as friend and partisan, but was and i3 really off on a get-hennedy id. eg* Here he* 11 have 
complete and unstinting sympathy from Sylvia, whose silence has been so complete tliat she 
has not sent me on Bat timer wliat she ordinarily would liave, immediately* (HR has fallen
